FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF REWAIYAT WARSH AN NAFF, In 

Reference to Hafs ’s Recitation and Upon Evidences from Ash- 

Shatibiwah . The verses from Ash-Shatibiyyah that concern the 
recitation rules of Warsh will be written in Arabic and in blue text. 

Imam Qasim ibn Ahmad Ash-ShatibI (d. 548 A.H.) wrote a poem, 
consisting of 1173 couplets, about the seven authentic Mutawatir Qira- 
at, which he called Hirz al-Amanl wa Wajh at-TaHanl, it is better known 
as the Shatibivvah . 


The Jim is a code letter that indicates Warsh’s recitation rules. 







The Tajwid Rules ofRiwayat Warsh "an NafT 

(1) Nafi w ibn “Abd Ar-Rahman ibn Abl Ncfaym al-Laythl, better 
known as NafT al-Madanl was originally from Asbahan. He was 
born around 70 A.H. in Madlnah, and passed away in the same city 
at the age of 99, in 169 A.H.. He was one of the major scholars of 
qira-at and learned the Qur-an from over 70 successors, including 
Abu Ja“far Yazld ibn al-Qa“qa“ (d. 130), “Abd ar-Rahman ibn 
Hurmuz, Al-A w raj, Muslim ibn Jundub al-HudthalT, Yazld ibn 
Roman and Shaybah Ibn Nesah. All of them reported from Abu 
Hurayrah, Ibn “Abbas and “Abdallah Ibn “Ayyash Ibn Abl RabUah 
al-Makhzuml; and most of them reported from Ubayy Ibn Ka“b 
from the Prophet (PBUH). After the Era of the Successors, NafT 
became the chief Qari of Madlnah. Eventually his qira-ah was 
adopted by the people of Madlnah. Among his students was Imam 
Malik (d. 179 A.H.), who used to recite the Qur-an in Nafi“s’ style 
of recitation, saying: “Indeed, the qira-ah of NafT is a Sunnah”; 
meaning that it is an authentic qira-ah and his favorite recitation. 

Imam NafT had a very dark skin tone and the people would say to 
him in wonder, “How radiant your face is and how fine your 
manners are!” NafT would reply saying, “Why wouldn't my face 
and manners be like this? (Since) I had a dream that the Prophet 
(PBUH) shook my hand and I recited the Qur-an to Him.” 
Additionally, whenever Naff spoke, those near him would smell 
the scent of musk on his breath. It smelled as if the scent of musk 
was coming from his mouth. As a result, his students would ask 
him whether he wore perfume or used musk before coming to 
teach them. He replied, "Indeed, I do not touch or come near any 
perfume, rather, in another dream I saw the Prophet (PBUH) 
reciting the Qur-an into my mouth. Since this dream, the smell of 
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musk can be smelled emanating from my mouth.” I have had this 
beautiful scent with me."

Qalun and Warsh were among the students who preserved Naff's’ 
recitation. They were the two that were chosen by ibn Mujahid, the 
author of the first book for The 7 Qira-at. 


From NafT, two major readings arose: Warsh and Qalun.

1) QALUN : He is w Isa bin Mina bin Wardan (120-220 A.H.), the 
stepson of NafTand his kunyah is Abu Musa. He was of Roman 
heritage and lived in MadTnah. His Sheikh, Imam Nafi w , gave him 
the nickname Qalun, which means “good” in the Roman language, 
because of the excellent quality of his qira-ah. After NaiT’s death, 
Qalun took over his position as the leading Qarl of MadTnah and 
afterwards he died there. He was deaf and could not even hear a 
horn, but if someone recited the Qur-an to him, he could hear it. 
Some say the deafness came when he was older, but others 
mention it as if he was always deaf, and Allah knows best. 


2) Warsh : He is Abu SaTd w Uthman ibn SaTd Al-MisrT, (110-197 
A.H.). He lived in Egypt, but travelled to MadTnah in 155 A.H. to 
study under his sheikh, Imam Nafi w , and recited the whole Qur-an 
to him many times. Eventually, he returned to Egypt, and became 
the leading Qarl of Egypt.

Since hamzah is a difficult letter to pronounce; due to its jahr and 
shiddah, and due to its articulation point being deep in the throat 
and far from the mouth, the qurra' allow changes to be made in it 
to ease the pronunciation.

tas-hll (pronouncing the hamzah with ease between it’s sound and 
the sound of the madd letter which corresponds to it’s harakah). 
Ibdal (to replace or substitute the hamzah by a letter of madd that 
corresponds to the previous letter’s harakah). 

Naql (or naql ul-harakah) means to transfer the harakah of the 
hamzah to the sakin sahih letter before it, then drop the hamzah. 

Hadthf ( deleting a hamzah). Warsh also adds hamzahs to 
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other words, which is contrary to Hafs. Warsh makes ibdal of a 
sakin hamzah ( a-ulkalimah), that could be the first letter or the 

2nd, after adding 1 of the extra letters that are collected in (yoyti). 

1- If the sakin hamzah is the 1st letter , then waslan he connects a 
preceding word with it.

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7 . TWO CONSECUTIVE HAMZAHS IN A WORD 


If 2 of hamzat qat w follow each other in 1 word, the 1st questioning 
hamzah will only carry a fathah. It is an interrogative hamzat 
istifham and has to be pronounced muhaqqaqqah *. Warsh reads

9 . 2 ADJACENT HAMZAHS BETWEEN 2 WORDS 



When two hamzahs appear next to each other in two consecutive 
words, (i.e. the first hamzah is the last letter of the first word and 
the second hamzah is the first letter of the second word), these 
words are read in different ways depending on the harakat of their 
hamazat (pi.). Rules regarding these hamazat: 

Rule 1 : The 2 adjacent hamzahs in 2 words have an opposite 
relationship with the 2 narrators of Nafi w . They oppose one 
another; when one pair is in agreement (ittifaq), the other is in 
disagreement, (ikhtilaf) and vice versa. The 2 hamzahs either differ 
or agree in their harakat, and the 2 narrators either differ or agree 
in dealing with each individual hamzah or the second hamzah. 


(A) When the 2 hamzahs differ in their harakat 
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If the 2 hamzahs differ in their vowels, (ikhtilaf harakat), then the 2 
rawls (narrators of NafT) agree (muttafiqan) work together on the 
2nd hamzah and apply rule #2 to it. This rule is applicable to the 
recitation of 9 rawls : 6 from the Shatibiyyah, the first 3 qurra’ ^ 
and 3 rawls from Ad-Durrah, a complementary poem of the 10 
Qira-at by Ibn Al-Jazari, the great imam of this science. Warsh and 
8 rawls agree upon reading the 2nd hamzah with tas-hll and/or 
ibdal, depending on where the hamzah maftuhah is. They apply 
rule #2 to it. Either the 1st hamzah is maftuhah, the 2nd, or neither.

Note : (i) Warsh reads 1 extra ya with sukun in waslan and waqfan, 
in surat (Az-Zukhruf) 3^2*2 0 5 y'J^- fin Yy& 2=22^ ^ 3a4-*2 


(ii) Any ya Warsh reads with sukun waslan could be followed with 
one of these 3 letters: 


1- Hamzat qat“, elongates the sakin ya to 6 harakat madd munfassil 

2- Vowelled letter other than the hamzat qat w J_J> 0^25 'M J-4'j 
elongates the sakin ya into the natural madd 2 harakat. 

3- Sakin letter ^123 no elongation as the sakin ya has to be 

dropped to prevent the meeting of 2 sakin letters between 2 words. 
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This concludes the lessons of Warsh “an NafFs recitation rules. 
To recite in Warsh’s Qira-ah, you should listen to the sheikhs who 
recite in his style, get the Mushaf of Warsh, and learn with a 
teacher (preferably one who has an Ijazah).
